B rendan and Karen Helmrich built their own 
Paal home at Little Hartley, just west of the 
Blue Mountains in New South Wales, saving 
themselves more than $100,000 in builder's fees.

A modular building was the answer for a Leichhardt couple 
who wanted to renovate without spending a fortune 



W hen owners Marcus and Eve approached 
Jarrah Modular Kit Buildings' manager, 

Brett Rossiter, about a possible 
architecturally designed modular renovation for 
their Leichhardt townhouse, they explained they 
wanted to keep their architect's design and reduce 
the building and extras costs to an affordable level.

All 
of this was required to be attached to the existing 
home, over half of which needed to be demolished. 

Marcus and Eve were present on the day the 
modules were installed. "You couldn't wipe the smile 
off their faces," says Brett. "They were ecstatic. Eve 
initially didn't want to come around because she was 


a bit worried about how the move would go. But she 
came around anyway and she said she was surprised 
by how easy it was to get in." 

The needs of the property and Marcus and 
Eve are what make this build unique and not just 
your average modular build. "This is a completely 
bespoke build," says Marcus.

The design brief was for a modern 
architectural extension to create a parents' 
retreat that would include a main bedroom, 
bathroom and walk-in robe, a large new deck 
and a swimming pool — all on a tight budget 
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03. All building components except the pool decking 
boards were prefabricated.

and with minimal building time. Fiona and Stuart 
also wanted a modern design with a high level 
of detail and finish. "It was important that it did 
not look like a prefab or kit home" to reflect the 
quality of houses in the area, they said. 

Oxide Design's building system utilises a 
series of components that allow for a number 
of configurations to suit clients' needs. Once a 
brief was established, Oxide Design provided a 
general layout that matched the couple's site and 
extra elements were either added or subtracted. 
"The tiles for the exterior walls were a personal 
preference — they came in boxes that slotted onto 
the prefab walls," explain Fiona and Stuart. "Once 
the ground works were complete, including the 
pool, it did not take long for the building to reach 
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lock-up. We saved about 25 per cent of a traditional 
build in time and money." 

According to Rohan, labour costs are an 
expensive component of building in Sydney. 
"Prefabrication reduces the time on site and 
therefore the labour cost," he says. "Reduction in 
labour costs also reduces the inconvenience of 
having builders in your backyard each day while 
you're trying to live in the existing house." 

The result of this renovation is a stunning 
modern extension positioned towards the front of 
the west-to-east-running site that took only three 


months to complete. The extension stretches to 
the east, opening fully to the timber deck and pool 
and capturing the northern light and forest views. 
A glass-sided walkway was used to connect the 
original home to the new extension, creating a 
protected courtyard off the kitchen. 

"The system allows for a passive-design 
house with overhanging eaves for summer sun 
protection (and rain), northern glazed sections, 
cross ventilation and high insulation qualities. 

LED lights are used throughout to create a 
dramatic effect. The exterior material has a 70- 


year warranty, manufactured under strict controls 
in Germany," says Rohan. 

The home also incorporates several 
sustainable features including water tanks that 
harvest water for the garden, washing machine 
and toilets, and solar heating for the pool, which 
allows swimming for 10 months of the year in 
perfect water temperature. The swimming pool 
also helps cool the house through evaporative 
cooling in summer.

Being water-wise will save you money as well as our most precious resource 


B listeringly hot and dry summers have 
become all too common in Australia, 
with one of the nation's most valuable 
resources pushed to the brink. Water is vital to 
our survival, yet it continues to be treated as an 
expendable commodity; the average household 
uses 180,0001 of water per year. 

As the population continues to increase, water 
supplies are progressively under pressure. This 
means the need for Australian households to 
incorporate water-saving solutions in their homes is 
more important than ever. 

We spoke to Michael Smit, national programs 
manager from the savewater! Alliance, about how 
Australian homes can incorporate water-saving 
systems into their building design.

downpipes, occupants, tanks, pumps and the 
wider environment," says Michael. 

"Including a tank in the initial design of your 
home is ideal," adds Michael as this will ensure 
the system is properly connected from top to 
bottom. Although roof area and the size of the tank 
need to be considered, the most important factor 
for rainwater yield is the number of connected 
appliances; a 1000L tank can deliver more benefit 
than a 10,000L tank if it is connected to more 
appliances like toilets and washing machines.

If you choose to use this technique, Michael 
advises only using water from the shower and 
laundry as toilet and kitchen water is illegal and 
too greasy for reuse of any kind. "Prolonged 
exposure to greywater will reduce soil quality 
unless care is taken with detergents and cleaning 
products," says Michael. Choose environmentally 
friendly products to help ensure the water is as 
pure as possible. Normal washing powders often 
include salt "fillers" and can destroy soil quality. 
Instead, opt for liquid detergents. Visit GreySmart 
for more information. 

Greywater systems are best designed during the 
building process of your home, or simple diversion 
hoses can be installed to already-complete homes. 

RECYCLED WATER 

A relatively new option for metropolitan suburbs, 
this system is known for its distinctive purple 
pipes which provide water within residential 
homes. "Recycled water is treated water from 
sewage treatment plants," says Michael. The 
water is generally used for landscaping purposes. 
Benefits of this system include the recycling of a 
water product, often cheap supply and reliability 
of supply. The system is also unaffected by water 
restrictions and great for dry, rural areas. 

Costs incurred revolve around high 
infrastructure expenses for water suppliers 
through providing a third pipe system in addition 
to the existing potable water and sewage water 
pipework. "It's a good option if it is available 
in your area," says Michael. Actual costs for 
individuals involve additional plumbing costs and 
the water itself (approximately 50-90 per cent of 
the cost of potable water). 


GREYWATER 

Greywater is a clever and easy water-saving 
solution for those who can't invest in a water 
tank. Typically, greywater is defined as household 
waste water derived from the shower and 
laundry, which can be reused later. "Benefits 
are reliability of supply. Regardless of rainfall, 
greywater is produced from residential uses 
such as showering and clothes washing," says 
Michael. Greywater is also unaffected by water 
restrictions and is therefore great for dry areas. 

The volume of water you can use is 
dependent on your personal behaviour and 


climate. "A shower should reliably provide about 
50L of water each day, while a top-loading washing 
machine will provide over 100L (front loading less 
than half)," says Michael. 

Costs vary with the quality of the greywater 
system in place. They range from simple, direct- 
diversion types for reuse on gardens, to advanced 
treatments for supplying water for toilets and washing 
machines. Investing in a good system is paramount as 
a low-grade system will cause damage to your garden 
and pose health risks. Systems must treat water 
within the first 24 hours of water catchment as water 
will quickly go septic after this time.

B ushfires are a natural part of the Australian 
environment, however many homeowners 
fail to adequately prepare for them. Fire- 
proofing your home is essential if you live in rural 
Australia as hot, dry summers can spell disaster if 
you are not properly prepared. 

Between 1967 and 1999, Australian bushfires 
have cost $2.5 billion according to the Bureau 
of Transport and Economics report: Economic 
Costs of Natural Disasters in Australia, 2001. 
During that same period, Australian bushfires 
resulted in the deaths of 223 people. Since 
then, several other major bushfires have had 
devastating effects on Australian communities 
around the country. 


Ian Price, business manager at GAAM 
Emergency Products, says preparation is the key 
to keep your property and family safe. "For those 
living in bushfire-prone areas, whether in a regional 
location or a suburban area adjoining bushland, it's 
important to prepare for the season ahead." 

By focusing on design and construction as well 
as the implementation of bushfire survival plans, 
you will have peace of mind knowing you have 
done all you can to avoid bushfire dangers. 

DESIGN AND ORIENTATION 

If you are yet to build your home, pay particular 
attention to the initial design. Try to build your 
structure on flat ground as fires burn more 


rapidly uphill than downhill or across flat land. 
To gain specific guidelines for your particular 
site, get a bushfire attack assessment as this 
will help determine the risks associated with 
your environment.

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MATERIALS 

To help reduce your home's vulnerability 
to bushfire, use building materials that are 
resistant to ignition. 

• Use non-flammable materials such as bricks, 
stone, fibre/fibro cement, aerated concrete and 
steel where possible. 

• Choose fire-resistant carpet and avoid wool and 
synthetic carpets as they burn easily and fast. 

• Ensure you select timber that is applicable to the 
bushfire attack level for your site. 


• By law, external fire-proof shutters are required 
in fire-prone areas with high ratings and should 
be made from steel or bronze. In lower-risk 
areas, aluminium shutters are accepted. 

• Never overload electrical wiring and always 
have a licensed electrician check the wiring 
and outlet to ensure there is no chance of 
sparking or an overload. 

• Adequate home and content insurance will 
ensure that property damaged or destroyed 
will be replaced.

ROOFING 

Avoid complex roofing designs; those with 
grooves can catch falling debris from trees which 
can quickly ignite. Ideally roofs should be pitched 
to minimise the chance of embers being trapped. 
Regularly maintain surrounding shrubbery 
and plant trees well away from structures to 
minimise the risk of fire. 

Roofs should be constructed from non- 
combustible materials such as terracotta or concrete 
roof tiles, says Charlie Condo, national general 
manager of Boral Roofing and Masonry East. 
"Terracotta and concrete roof tiles can safely be 
used in bushfire-prone regions, including the highest- 
prone areas (BAL-FZ)," he says. Roof systems should 
be constructed in accordance with strict Australian 
Standards requirements, which can be found on the 
Roofing Tile Association of Australia website. 

Sarking is also a mandatory roof element in 
bushfire-prone zones. "This is a non-flammable 
thin membrane that sits between the rafters and 
roof tile battens, and also assists with temperature 
regulation within the home," says Mr Condo. 
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EMERGENCY EQUIPMENT 

Wormald, the leading provider of fire-protection 
solutions, recommends that every home and 
business in a bushfire-prone area have a bushfire 
survival plan. This should include devising a fire- 
escape plan and practising emergency exit drills, 
deciding at what stage you should choose to 


leave your home, and adequately arming your 
home with fire protection equipment. 

Ensure basic equipment such as smoke alarms, 
fire extinguishers and fire blankets are working 
and in an accessible place. "Householders should 
know where the equipment is located and how 
to use it so they are ready to act in the event of

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Just add natural light 

Natural light can play an important role in adding ambience and value to your home 


T he goodness of natural light shouldn't be 

reserved for time spent outdoors. Natural light 
in the home has an abundance of scientifically 
proven health benefits and aids in fostering the 
connection between humans and the natural world 
outside. While the aesthetic advantages of natural 
light may be obvious, the monetary value of its 
effective utilisation may surprise you. 

A recent survey of second- and third-home 
buyers conducted by CSR in June, 2014, found 
natural light was a key priority when it came 
to investing in property. Of those surveyed, 80 
per cent said they were prepared to spend up 
to $5000 to ensure a home's natural light was 
properly enhanced, while 17 per cent said they 
were willing to pay more. On a list compiled 
by real estate agent LJ Hooker, windows were 
included as one of "17 Liveability Property 
Features'.' As research suggests, it pays to be in 
the know, especially when it comes to natural 
light. So where do you start? 

According to Lachlan Austin, Viridian's general 
marketing manager, there are three key elements 
that need to be considered to make the most of your 
home's natural light potential: location, orientation 
and positioning, as well as glass types and shapes. 
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LOCATION 

The location of your home and the climate will 
impact on the way natural light is utilised and 
distributed within. In warmer climates, such as 
in Queensland, South Australia and the Northern 
territory, ideally homes should aim to keep the heat 
out and retain cooler air temperatures. Conversely, 
in areas like Victoria and Tasmania, where climates 
are cooler, homes should aim to capture the sun's 
heat and keep it in. 

The orientation of your home and windows play a 
great part in determining the heat and light omitted 
or withheld in your home, advises Lachlan. "Know 
which parts of your home will be hit by the sun and 
therefore which windows will act as 'radiant heat 
inlets', bringing warmth into your home or keeping 
it out," he says. "For cold and mixed climates, 
north-facing windows are the 'passive heating 
power panels' for your home. We can fine-tune 
the operation of these northern windows by using 
structures above them (eaves, pergolas, vines on 
trellises, trees etc) to let sun in during winter and to 
shade the window in summer." 

GLAZING AND GLASS TYPES 

Windows have come a long way; they're no longer 
mere portals to the outside world. Windows can 
now act as walls, allowing an abundance of natural 
light into the home while connecting humans to 
the world outside. However, while natural light is 
most often welcome in a room, its varying intensity 
can throw indoor comfort levels out of balance. 
"Different windows around a building demand 
different performance levels, depending on the 
window's location, so choose the glass that best 
meets and controls the window's natural light 
exposure," says Lachlan. 

Thankfully, ever-improving glazing and glass 
technology is now allowing home owners more 
control over natural light. "There are a number of 
glass types available that offer various performance 
features like energy efficiency, security, noise 
reduction, self-cleaning and privacy screening; and 
the combination of these different technologies 
makes glazing a powerful component in home 
design," explains Lachlan. 

The use of toned or reflective glass allows the 
adjustment of light levels, while solar-control glazing 
helps keep heat in or out. Other performance glass 
ranges like Viridian's new LightBridge double glazing 
insulate the home while also acting as a sound 
barrier. "Choosing a high-performance glass that 
controls the way your home gains and loses heat 
will allow you to have wider expanses of glazing, 
bringing abundant yet balanced natural light into 
your home," adds Lachlan. 

SIZE AND SHAPE 

The size and shape of your home's windows 
can heavily impact the look and feel of a space. 
Take advantage of the natural light available to 
a room by considering its dimensions. If the 
room is spacious and features high ceilings, clear 




storey or multi-storey windows will accentuate 
its dynamics. Smaller rooms will benefit from 
windows with sills closer to the ground. Skylights 
are a practical and non-intrusive way to allow 
natural light into a space without compromising 
on privacy. If a space offers spectacular outdoor 
views, use your window to frame them; views of 
nature make the best art work.
